Heavy fighting has been in progress 
in various sectors and the French re- 
port large German losses. 

The statement reads: 

“From the Somme to the Aisne our 
troops continue their offensive move- 
ment. During the course of the day a 
desperate struggle followed a strong 
defense by the enemy, but our sol- 
diers, aroused by the spectacle of the 
ravages committed by the Germans, 
everywhere drove back the adversary, 
who suffered serious losses. 

“Between the Somme and the Oise 
we drove the enemy out of the im- 
portant position at Castres-Essigny-le- 
Grand and Hill 121. A violent German 
counter attack debouching on the front 
between Essigny and Benay was 
broken down by our fire. 

“South of the Oise our troops pene- 
trated several points in the Basse 
Forest de Coucy and reached the out- 
skirts of Folembray and Soucy-le- 
Chateau. German troops on the march 
in the direction of Folembray were 
caught under the furious fire of our 
batteries and dispersed with heavy 
losses. 

“North of Soissons we increased our 
gains and repulsed two counter at- 
tacks directeu against the Vregny- 
Margival front.

Former Atlanta Man May 
Head “Fusion” Ticket, 
Running Against Former 
Ambassador James W. 
Gerard, Who It Is Report- 
ed Will Probably Head 
Tammany Ticket. 


“Bob” Adamson, former city editor 
of The Atlanta Constitution, now fire 
commissioner of New York city, who, 
with his brother, Tilden, is visiting in 
Atlanta, will be chosen as fusion can- 
didate for mayor of New York in the 
next race unless all signs political in 
New York fail. 

It further appears that the man who 
is likely to be put up against him, 
under the Tammany colors, will be 
James W. Gerard, until the severance 
of diplomatic relations with Germany 
ambassador of the United States to Ber- 
lin. Mr. Gerard, who has just returned 
to New York, is being groomed for 
the race, but no definite understand- 
ing has yet been reached either as to 
his candidacy or that of Mr. Adamson. 
are regarded, however, as the

‘Adamson’'s Meteoric Rise. 

Mr. Adamson’'s meteoric rise in New 
York city is a story of pure pluck and 
ability. When Mr. Adamson left his 
on The Constitution and went to 
New York, he scarcely knew a soul in 
the city. In a short while he became 
one of the most expert writers upon 
city politics in New York, and was sub- 
sequently manager of Mayor Mitchel’s 
campaign for mayor. 

“Bob” Adamson is the creator of the 
fusion party in New York municipal 
politics, and his work made possible the 
election of Mayor Mitchel over the 
Tammany machine, and at the same 
time brought about what is admitted to 
be the most efficient administration 
New York has ever had. 

Under Mayor Mitchel’s administra- 
tion Mr. Adamson became fire commis- 
sioner of the city, and hig administra-

DIES FROM WOUND 


J.C. McCants Dies in Macon 
Hospital—Situation Tense 
in Taylor County, Where 7 
Negroes Are Held. 


Macon, Ga., March 25.—Sheriff J. C. 
McCants, of Taylor county, who was 
Shot while making an arrest at Butler 
died at a private hospital 
here at 7:40 tonight... Hemorrhages 
caused death. 


Excitement Intense. 

Butler, Ga., March 25.—Excitement 
has been high since the shooting of 
Sheriff John C. McCants last night. Peo- 
ple have driven here from all parts of 
the county. At times there were 
threats of violence, but cooler heads 
calmed the crowds and seven negroes 
in jail in connection with the shooting 
had not been disturbed early tonight. 

The sheriff, his deputies and the town 
marshal were engaged in rounding up 
negroes in a gambling game in the ne- 
gro section of town last night when 
the trouble occurred. The sheriff stood 
holding a negro prisoner when he was 
fired upon. Immediately the shooting 
became general, but no one but the 
sheriff was wounded. 

Some of the negroes got away at the 
time of the shooting, but in an all- 
night chase, in which bloodhounds took 
part, all but one have been rounded up. 

The negroes’ have not yet told who 
fired the shot that struck the sheriff. 

The wife of Sheriff McCants went to 
Macon, fifty miles away, in an automo- 
bile this noon to be at the bedside of 
her husband.

Taken in connec- 
tion with emergency naval construction 
already ordered, this means that the 
president has exercised the full limit 
of his lega] powers as commander in 
chief to prepare the navy for war.

RAISING OF ARMY 
UP TO CONGRESS. 


Congress must determine the system 
under which an army is to be raised. 
Today’s action provides more elastic 
machinery found necessary as a result 
of the recent border mobilization, for 
the enrolling and training of a great 
army, whether raised as volunteers, by 
conscription or through a_e universal 
service bill. 

The object of the creation of the new 
departments of the northeast and south- 
east was to distribute among three cen- 
tral commandérs the work of mobiliza- 
tion in the states most thickly popu- 
lated and from which the greatest 
number of soldiers must come. The 
present eastern department directed the 
mobilization of approximately 80 per 
cent of the 150,000 guardsmen sent to 
the border. With 440,000 men, the 
maximum authorized strength of the 
national guard, in addition to whatever 
might be summoned, the task would 
be too great for a single department 
organization because of the vastness of 
the supply problems involved. 

Instructions to national guard offi- 
cers issued more than a month ago to 
cover any future mobilization, showed 
plainly that the war department had 
learned its lesson and proposed to de- 
centralize its mobilization problems as 
far as possible. Departmental com- 
manders completely will supervise the 
assembling of state troops in their dis- 
tricts hereafter and will take over im- 
mediately on the call for federal serv- 
ice the task of recruiting for the guard 
regiments through organization of re- 
served battalions.

GERMANS MASSING 
T0 STRIKE RUSSIANS 


Great Numbers of Troops 
Are Gathered on Northern 
Front Ready for an Effort 
for Petrograd. 


Petrograd, March 25.—(Via London.) 
From internal troubles and the prob- 
lems of reconstruction, the attention of 
Russia has suddenly been diverted to 
a new danger which threatens from 
without. There now is indisputable 
evidence that the Germans are massing 
great numbers of troops along the 
northern front ready for an effort 
against Russia’s capital. 

The country has peen apprised of the 
new menace by a series of proclama- 
tions from its ministers. 

Army and the Revolution, 

London, March 25.—Alluding to, the 
military situation in Russia and the ef- 
fect of the revolution on the men at 
the front, Reuter’s Petrograd corre- 
spondent says: 

“War Minister Gutchkoff’s statement 
that the foe is at the gate is no mere 
figure of speech. The slightest relaxa- 
tion of vigilance and the enemy would 
be at Petrograd.” 

The correspondent then cautiously re- 
fers to the repercussivé action on the 
troops of the consciousness that the 
army has been the arbiter of Russia’s 
destiny, which has manifested itself in 
demands ineommpatible with military 
discipline, and says that already there 
is news from various fronts of the 
prevalence of ‘‘second thoughts.” 

“But,”’ continues the correspondent, 
“where the men respect their chiefs, 
and the army is fortunate in its com- 
manders, it is unlikely that persistence 
in untutored claims will be allowed to 
prejudice the spring and summer cam- 
paigns. Moreover reassuring reports 
have “been received from General Ruz- 
sky and General Judenich, who com- 
mands the Caucasian army. 

“There has been much head-shaking, 
nevertheless, among the more timorous 
inhabjtants of Petrograd, largely a re- 
flecti6n of the greater freedom allowed 
the press, which has opened its flood- 
gates te the pacifists and shriekings 
against war loans.” 

The correspondent concludes by 
claring that the republican form 
government now is assured. 

A Reuter dispatch from Petrograd 
says there fs an excellent sign in the 
fact that the dispatches which are be- 
ginning to arrive from the trenches, 
from the deputations sent there in con- 
nection with the revolutionary move- 
ment, are full of military ardor and 
assurances that the country may rely 
upon its defenders “to conquer the for- 
eign foe, as internal enemies have al- 
ready been conquered.”

GOING TOO FAR. 


Under 'aws enacted since the German- 
American crisis assumed a really sinister 
aspect it is illegal for “The Star Spangled 
Banner” to be played or sung in part or in 
medleys in any theater or other place of 
amusement or public concourse in Seattle, 


Washington, or the state of Colorado. 

The Seattle ordinance further requires 
that the musicians and every person in a 
theater or hall in which the national anthem 
is being played or sung shall, under pain of 
legal punishment, stand and remain stand- 
ing throughout the rendition. It goes on, 
too, to forbid “the use of the American flag 
merely as a means of gaining applause” in 
theatrical performances or in motion pic- 
tures. 

The Colorado law—passed only a few 
days ago by the legislature and signed by 
the governor—reads as follows: 


“Section 1. That the national anthem, 
‘The Star Spangled Banner,’ shall not be 
played, sung or rendered in any public 
place or assemblage in Colorado, except 
as an entire or separate composition or 
number; that ‘The Star Spangled Banner,’ 
or any part thereof, shall not be played 
in a medley in any theater or other place 
of amusement or in any other place of a 
public nature. 
“Section 2. Any person, acting in his 
or her individual capacity, who shall vio- 
late any of the provisions of section 1 
of this act, or any manager or owner of a 
place where the public assembles, who 
shall permit.a violation of section 1 of 
this act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction thereof before any 
court of competent jurisdiction, shall be 
fined not less than twenty-five dollars 
($25) nor more than one hundred dollars 
($100) for each separate offense.” 


Such legislation illustrates the propen- 
sity of the otherwise level-headed American 
people to permit their patriotic zeal in time 
of national stress to overbalance their judg- 
ment. 

It’s all right for American citizens to un- 
cover their heads when the national anthem 
is being played or sung in the open air, or 
to rise and stand while it is being rendered 
in a theater or a hall. American citizens 
generally do, and should do, this. 

But the good effect of such a show of 
national courtesy is largely lost when it is 
made compulsory by law in a land loved 
fundamentally because of the personal free- 
dom that it vouchsafes. America is, of all 
countries of the earth, “the land of th> 
free;” and because of that fact we love it 
and instinctively bare our heads and stand 
vhile its patriotic airs are being played. 
But if we prefer, for any reason, to refrain 
from such action it is silly to suppose that 
legal compulsion can enhance our love for a 
free government. 

As for tha’ proscription against use of 
the national hymn in part or in a medley, 
that is nonsensical. It is playhouse legis- 
lation. If the whole tune is good, a portion 
of it is proportionately good; and we are 
certain that an intermingling of “The Star 
Spangled Banrer,” “Red, White and Blue,” 
“Dixie,” “Hail Columbia, Happy Land,” etc., 
can be and frequently is brought about witb- 
out desecraticn of our institutions or prin- 
ciples. 

The Seattle law forbidding the use cf the 
American flag, only under certain condi- 
tions, is extreme.. Old Glory looks good 
wherever and whenever it can be displayed; 
and the waving of it before an American 
audience is going to do nobody :.ny harm. 

What if the waving of it does bring forth 
“a hand’ which some poor “Ham” could not 
get otherwise: It pleases the actor, deesn’'t 
hurt the flag, and certainly the opportunity 
to cheer the flag can have ro baneful -*ect 
upon the audience!

A STUDENT’S BILL OF FARE 
A young man in college wishes to econo- 
mize on food and yet maintain normal nu- 
trition. What should be his bill of fare? 
Can he feed himself properly at a cost’of not 
over $3 a week? 

He should have meat three times a week. 
He should give canned foods a wide berth. 
He should include in his diet sufficient bulk 
to maintain healthful peristalsis. Here is a 
Sample menu for such a student: 


Breakfast. 


Home cooked oatmeal, ample 
with brown sugar and cream, 
Two slices of toast, or of brown bread.

Expert Discusses Market 
Feature of Agriculture 


“The Market Problem in Georgia, With 
Some Suggestions as to Its Solution” was the 
subject of an address of interest to producers, 
merchants and consumers generally through- 
out the state, delivered at the Chautauqua at 
Macon last Saturday by M. C. Gay, field agent 
in marketing of the Georgia State College 
of Agriculture and United States department 
of agriculture co-operation. 

The address was listened to with close at- 
tention by a large audience.’ 

Mr. Gay said that “on one hand we find 
the producer clamoring for greater returns 
from his products; on the other, the consumer 
is putting up a howl about the high cost of 
living, while in the middle somebody gets 
credit for taking the profits. 

“The greater the production the greater 
has been the activity of parties who have 
little or nothing to do with the production; 
namely, the carrier, the middleman, retailer 
and the consumer.” 

“It is estimated that a very small per 
cent of the consumer's dollar ever reaches the 
producer, the amount varying from about 1% 
per cent with some of the more perishable 
crops to above 80 per cent with cotton,” he 
said. 

Rests With Producer. 

Mr. Gay said that “the solution of the mar- 
keting problems rests largely with the pro- 
ducer,’ who must learn how properly to pre- 
pare and pack his products for market; and 
in this connection he said: 

“I contend that any man who can learn 
how to take down and put up a Ford car can 
learn how to grade and pack potatoes, ap- 
ples, peaches. or tomatoes, and that he cau 
learn how to put up the standard farm prod- 
ucts in marketable condition. How can he 
find out about these things? By two meth- 
ods. We expect to carry on an investigationa! 
campaign along this line, working mainly) 
through the county agents and marketing 
associations. The office of markets is doing 
a great deal of work along this line now. 
Another way by which the growers may 
learn the essentials mentioned above is by 
organizing into marketing associations, and 
hiring men to grade and pack their products. 
The peach growers of the state have practi- 
cally solved the problem by the latter meth- 
od. The apple growers have a committee at 
work now on a standard pack for Georgia 
apples. 

“It goes without saying,” he declared, 
“that the Georgia farmer knows more about 
buying than he does about selling,” and he 
strongly advocated organization and educa- 
tion on the part of the farmers to qualify 
them along this line. 

How Consumer Can Help. 
Of the consumers of farm commodities he 
said: 

“The consumers in this state are in a pe- 
culiar frame of mind. While it may be nat- 
ural, so far as the welfare of the state 
concerned, it is an unhealthy situation. Were 
the consumers considered as being possessed 
of a disease, it might be termed ‘importa- 
\tion.’ We import various commodities; au- 
tomobiles, wedding gowns, Easter bonnets. 
flour, sugar, meat, syrup, hay, corn, meal— 
everything. Yet the producer laments the 
lack of a home market, while the consumer 
literally howls about the a cost of living. 

“Tt is time,’ said he, “for somebody to 
start something. Mr. Consumer, have a plate 
of home-grown products. If your cealer can't 
supply you at first he will get in position to 
do so when he has found your wants. The 
consumer in the city can do a great deal to- 
ward reducing the operating expense of the 
retailer and thus secure better prices.” 

Mr. Gay said his conclusions are “that ed- 
ucational and regulatory bodies should aid 
the producer in his investigations with ref- 
erence to the production of crops for which 
there is a demand, to aid him in his investi 
gations with reference to grades and stand- 
ards. and in the formation and operation of 
eo-overative marketing associations. Certain 
regulatory bodies should make the proper in- 
vestigations and recommendations with ref- 
erence to the passage of laws which will pro- 
vide for the registration, regulation and in- 
spection of brokers or commission men and 
retailers. 

“After 
regulation,

all. ‘it is a question of education. 
co-operation and demonstration, 
and the problem will never be solved on anv 
other basis. Be patient: all things come to 
him who waits, provided he works like the 
mischief while he waits.

March 25.—The French gov- 
charged its representa- 
tives in all neutral countries to pro- 
test against “acts of barbarism and 
devastation on the part of the Ger- 
mans,” in territory evacuated by them 
in northern France. The text of the 
note, signed by Premier Ribot, says: 

“At this time I ask you to make 
known to the government to which you 
are accredited that we intend to de- 
nounce before universal judgment the 
unqualifiable acts indulged in by the 
German authorities. No motive de- 
manded by military necessities can 
justify the systematic devastation of

In addition to the foregoing note, the 
representatives of the French govern- 
ment in foreign coaintries have received 
the following instructions requesting 
them to protest against the pillaging 
of safes and the ineit of stocks 
German troops: 

“According to evidence in the posses- 
Sion of the military authorities in the 
region taken from the enemy, notably 
at Peronne, where a branch of the 
Bank of France Was pillazed and the 
safes broken into, much negotiable pa- 
per has been stolen by the retreating 
German troops, [ would be obliged if 
you would call to the attention of the 
government to which you ure accred- 
ited these wrongs to private property, 
against which the government of the 
republic makes the most energetic pro- 
test. You will also ask them «to eau- 
tion their banks and their nationals 
against all operations concerning pa- 
pers which might be undertaken by 
German subjects, directly or by inter- 
mediaries, without furnishing serious 
proof of their former ownership.”

Percales and printed shirtings have sold 
so liberally for fall that large print- 
ers have withdrawn their lines, being 
unable to accept further business for 
any delivery satisfactory to buyers. 
Bleached cottons are firmer, and some 
branded lines were advanced half a cent 
a yard. The general price position on 
cotton goods is that many lines of mer- 
chandise are within a few per cent of 
as high values as at any time in the 
activity of last year, while in many 
other goods prices are either higher or 
more firmly established at top levels.
